printing office. Much fnteresting matter is thus 
excluded fromthe paper, for which. little 
care on the part of the writers: would secure 


insertion. As we have not time to answer all 
the eomamnications and state in each case the 
reason for the non-appearance of onr corres- 
pondents’ lnenbrations. we propose to notice 
a few of the reasons which have eet) 
us to withhold ‘sandry communications 
dressed to this paper. 

In the first place. it is our rule not to pub- 
lish any communication, unless the real name 
of the author is appended. This is not re- 
quired for publication, or for publicity ont of 


truth of statements sometimes made, and of 
the good faith of the writer. Writers for the 
Vedette will. therefore, please append their 
names, if they wish to see their writings in 
print. 

In the second place, never write on more 
than one side of your paper. The neglect o° 
this rule occasions a great deal of incon. 
venience in the office. and oftentimes causes 
a good article to be thrown aside. 

We don’t expect all our correspondents to 
write like a school master. or present as fair 
a page as a copy book, but we de look for 
plain, legible writing. We haven't time to 
pore an hour or two over careless hiero- 
glyphbics in order to make ont what tke writer 
wants to say. Nor do we feel disposed to. 
force our printers to tax their brains and 
their eyes in deciphering such scrawis as we 
sometimes receive. It isn’t actual bad writ- 
ing that we complain of, but it is the careless- 
ness with which some folks pen their commn- 
nications, trusting te the printer to read what 
themselves couldn't decipher. As. evidence 
of thin carelesness, we frequently reeeive 
manuscripts. the first page of which is neatly 
and legibly transcribed, while our D—-| him- 
self could not decipher the last pages, written 
by the same hand, yetso burriedly or care_ 
lessly as to be illegible. We don’t ask for. 
pretty writing, but we do insist on its being 
plain and readable. 

Brevity is also an indepensable requisite to 
secure attention. Long winded ecommunica- 
tions are intolerable in a large newspaper— 
impossible in a modest sheet like ours. 

As for grammar an spelling we have net so 
much fault to find. If we cap oaly, with or- 
dinary exertion, ascertain what the writer 
wants to say we can pardon and correct little | 
inaccuracies on the score of grammar and 
spelling. We write this article for the infor- 
mation of, and as a general reply to those who 
have favored us with communications—and 
who may not know the reasons why tbeir 
communications sent to the Editor bave not 
been inserted, as well as to apprise all of the 
little that ig required in a newspaper office. 

We wish aleo distinctly to state once for all. 
that the Vedette cannot be made the vehicle of 
abuse, either persomal or as to any class of 
the community. With personal squabbles, | 
intensely interesting, no doubt, to the parties 
engaged in them: we have nothing to do and 
we abstain from any criticisims on mere indi- 
vidual delinquencies. We do not profess to 
be the conservator of private morals nor to 
jnvade the sanctuary of any man or womans 
domestic life. Communications of a mere 
persogal bearing, are therefore, always ex- 
cluded. Private griefs can neither be settled 
nor ventilaied through our columna. 

We are ulways glad to receive communica- 
tions, and happy to priut them, but we must 
insist on the observance of the points we bave 
noticed in this atticte.’ Briefly then, if you 
waut to get inte print.
